There-  T.  ore  53  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  45  the 
previous  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  13.78  compared  with  13*74 
in  1962.  Of  these  deaths,  39  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  years 
and  over. 

There  were  6 deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  stomach  and  1 due 
to  lung  cancer  compared  with  Nil  the  previous  year.  Total  cancer 
deaths  were  15  compared  with  7 the  previous  year. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  accounted  for  15 
deaths  compared  with  8 in  1982.  Coronary  disease  and  angina 
accounted  for  10  deaths  and  other  heart  diseases  for  5 compared 
with  6 and  11  respectively  in  1962. 

One  death  was  due  to  accident.  This  was  in  a patient  aged 
83  who  died  from  cardiac  failure  due  to  a fractured  femur  sustained 
in  a fall  to  the  floor. 

Still -Births 

The  Still-Birth  Rate  (per  1,000  live  and  still-hirths)  was 
23.26  compared  with  21.73  in  1962  and  17*3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  actual  number  of  still-births  was  1 compared  with  1 of  the 
previous  year. 

The  cause  of  death  was  toxaemia  and  premature  separation 
of  the  placenta  causing  accidental  haemorrhage. 

Infant  Deaths 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  23.81  compared  with  21.70  in 
1962  and  20.9  for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual  number  of  infant 
deaths  was  1 compared  with  1 the  previous  year. 

This  death  occurred  in  hospital  at  the  age  ox  4 hours  and 
was  due  to  prematurity.  Death  may  have  been  prevented  in  this 
case  by  better  ante-natal  supervision. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  again  this  year  giving  a Maternal 
Mortality  Rate  of  Nil  the  same  as  in  1962  compared  with  .28  for 
En  gl  an  d an d Wa  1 e s . 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  has  been  Nil  in  the  Urban  District 
for  the  past  11  years.

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The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (including 
tuberculosis)  notified  during  the  year  was  8 compared  with  4 
cases  in  1962. 

Four  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  1 case  in  1962. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  1963  compared 
with  NIL  in  1962.  These  cases  were  due  to  salmonella  typhimurium 
but 5 although  investigations  were  carried  out s the  source  of 
infection  was  not  found  and  no  further  cases  were  confirmed, 
although  4 other  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified. 
These  suspected  cases  were  also  followed  up  and  faeca.1  specimens 
from  the  family  and  other  contacts  were  reported  negative  on 
examination.  It  was  fortunate  that  an  epidemic  did  not  occur 
as  one  of  the  persons  suffering  from  the  illness  worked  in  a 
cafe.  On  following  up  the  conditions  at  the  cafe,  the  proprietor 
and  his  staff  were  found  to  be  most  co-operative  and  they  did 
all  in  their  power  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  was  notified  compared  with  NIL  in 
1962.  Again,  the  source  of  infection  was  not  traced.  The 
child  was  admitted  to  hospital  for  surgical  treatment  and  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Paratyphoid.  B.  and  was  transferred 
immediately  to  an  Isolation  Hospital.  On  following  u;o  the 
family  contacts,  two  members  were  found  to  be  excreting  para- 
typhoid B.  in  the  stools  and  they  were  given  medical  treatment 
at  home.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  all  the  contacts  were  clear 
and  the  patient  w as  discharged  home  from  hospital  two  days 
before  Christmas.  N°  further  cases  were  notified  in  the  area, 
although  one  suspected  case  was  notified,  but  this  was  not 
confirmed  following  investigations. 

No  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared 
with  2 cases  in  1962.  One  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
was  notified  compared  with  Nil  the  previous  year.  The  lesion 
in  respect  of  this  ce.se  was  in  the  nasal  septum. 

Two  other  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  added  to 
the  register  during  the  year,  the  patients  having  come  to  reside 
in  the  Urban  District  from  another  area. 

Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  hospitals  during 
the  year  and  two  cases  were  discharged. 

Five  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  removed  from  the  register 
during  the  year,  1 patient  having  left  the  area,  3 recovered  and 
1 died  (of  another  cause).

Children  who  were  found  to  be  positive  were  referred  for 
X-ray  examination  or  to  the  Chest  Clinic  to  make  sure  that  they 
were  free  from  tuberculosis.

Mass  Radiography  Unit 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  did  not  visit  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948 9 during  the  year,  although  several  visits 
were  made  following  complaints  received  that  aged  people  living 
alone  were  not  receiving  the  necessary  care  and  attention. 
Various  social  services  were  called  in  (e.g.  the  County 
Welfare  Department,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  Home 
Help  Service,  etc.)  and  it  was  found  possible  to  keep  these 
people  at  home. 

No  "Meals  on  Wheels"  are  organized  in  the  Urban  District. 
This  would  be  a great  boon  to  old  people  and  would  be  much 
appreciated.  Not  only  would  the  food  be  welcome,  but  looking 
forward  to  the  meal,  a visit  and  a chat  with  those  delivering 
it  would  be  appreciated  by  the  aged,  especially  by  those  living 
al one .

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SALITARY  CIRCUMSTAHCRS  IN  TEE  AREA 
Sewerage 

The  arrangement  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  as  reported 
in  previous  years  s that  is  by  direct  discharge  of  sewage,  after 
screening  to  the  River  Conway. 

The  proposed  Scheme  for  sewage  disposal  works  at  Plasyndre 
has  now  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  The  new  scheme  will  not  be  partial  treatment  of 
sewage  as  originally  planned,  but  will  include  for  the  full 
treatment  of  the  sewage.  It  is  noted  that  tenders  will  be 
invited  by  contractors  about  July,  1964* 

A new  scheme  of  extending  the  sewers  in  Betr/s  Road  will  be 
commenced  in  May,  1 9 6 4 . The  scheme  involves  pumping  of  the 
sewage  to  the  existing  sewers  at  Conway  Terrace.  The  extension 
of  the ■ sewers  in  this  area  should  encourage  private  development 

Water  Supplies 

Water  is  obtained  from  Crafnant  Lake  and  Llyn  Oonwy. 

The  water  supply  extension  scheme  to  Tafarn  Fedw  and 
Abergele  Road  was  completed  during  the  year.  Water  to  this 
area  is,  therefore,  purchased  in  bulk  from  Hiraetnog  R.D.C. 

Most  of  the  properties  in  Tafarn  Fedw  have  since  been  connected 
to  the  new  main. 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  from  the  Council’s  mains  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  9 of  which  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  6 unsatisfactory.  The  cause  of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  was  due  to  defects  in  the  chlorination 
plants  at  Cae  Crwn  and  Henblas  (bulk  supply).  These  defects 
were  remedied  and  the  plant  at  Cae  Crwn  had  a complete  overhall 
Subsequent  samples  and  tests  of  the  water  supplies  were  found 
to  be  satisfacto r y . 

Ho  sample  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis. 

Three  samples  of  water  from  private  wells  in  Tafarn  Fedw 
were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  Water  supply  from  these 
wells  has  now  been  abandoned  and  new  connections  made  to  the 
new  water  main. 

Scavenging  and  Ref use  Disposal . 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  one 
"Karrier"  Bantam  low  loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  A weekly 
collection  is  maintained  throughout  the  urban  area. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-yn-Dre  fields  and  is 
controlled  by  depositing  layers  of  soil  on  the  tip  surface. 

This  work  is  done  approximately  every  three  days  by  means  of  a 
Ferguson  tractor  with  high  lift  loading  shovel.  Fire  broke 
out  on  the  tip  early  in  December,  which  gave  rise  to  complaints 
This  was  eventually  extinguished.  ITo  further  complaint  has 
been  received.

Slaughterhouses . 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  urban  area  and 
licensed  by  the  Council. 

This  is  well  kept,  clean,  and  in  a sanitary  condition. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  operation 
on  October  1st  1963  when  all  meat  inspected  has  to  be  stamped 
by  the  certifying  inspector.  All  me. t is  now  inspected 
according  to  the  regulations  and  since  October,  1965?  there 
has  been  100/o  Meat  Inspection. 

Reciprocal  arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  of  Hiraethog  R.D.C.  to  inspect  meat  in  the  absence 
of  the  Council's  Inspector  and  vice  versa. 

The  animals  are  slaughtered  and  inspected  between  8.30  a.m. 
to  6.0  p.m,  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays. 
Slaughtering  outside  these  times  is  notified  separately 
by  the  butchers.  There  is  no  Sunday  slaughtering.  It  can  be 
said  that  there  is  good  co-operation  between  the  butchers  and 
the  Council  in  an  effort  to  keep  within  the  scheduled  times  of 
si  aught ering. 
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The  work  involves  some  overtime  on  the  part  of  the  inspector, 
but  this  is  mainly  due  to  having  other  duties  to  attend  to  and 
not  to  the  fact  that  slaughtering  is  conducted  outside 
slaughtering  hours.

At  the  end  of  1963  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  area 
according  to  the  Rate  hooks  was  814,  of  these  239  are  Council 
Houses,  and  122  have  been  built  in  the  post-war  period.  Only 
12  houses  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise  in  the  same 
period.  There  are  7 houses  in  course  of  erection  by  private 
enterprise . 

Twenty  Council  houses  of  the  traditional  two  bedrooms  type 
are  now  in  course  of  erection  at  Gee  Tyddyn  and  should  be 
ready  for  occupation  in  July,  19o4» 

Very  little  overcrowding  exists  and  the  demand  for  Council 
houses  is  lessening.
